there was in a country was political 
stagnation. Next to that was con- 
timaal political turmoil. He had had 
Occasion to visit Calgary before but 
it was almost always in battle array 
and Calgary people are something of 
fiehters themselves. He believed that 
between times of strife that all 
should unite hand in hand and should- 
er to shoulder to push the country 
ahead until the next ‘time of political 
trouble arises. 

Mr. Oliver referred to his own ap- 

intment aud fealized that it gave 

im greater opportunity for useful- 
mess and good work, He felt that it 
would not be doing justice to those 
who had imposed confidence in him 
had he refused to accept this great- 
er sphere of infivence. 

He paid a very graceful tribute to 
his predecessor in office.,Hon. Clifford 
Sifton. gave him the credit of much, 
of the prosperity of the West and 
hoped that when the time came for 
him to lay down the office that there 
would be as much to show in the way 
of success and development as his pre- 
decessor, and then he would be’ satis- 
fied and the people would be satis- 
fied. 

In proposing the toast of “The New 
Provinces,” R. J. Hutchings made a 
very appropriate address. He strong- 
ly endorsed the proposition of laying 
aside political prejudices and to de- 
veiope for the first few years North 
West politics. If party politics stood 
in the way of the development of the 
country then party politics should be 
elimated. The best. men were requir- 
ed to deal with the affairs of the state 
He referred to.the enthusiasm with 
which Mr. Oliver was received. “He 


deserves what he has got. We are 
proud of him. He is an ‘Albertan. 
We have every confidence in his ad- 
®ance.” 

J. G. Turiff. M.P. of East Assiniboia 
was the first to respond to the toast. 
He suggested that if the members of 
Parliament could be imduced to visit 


the West there would be no more 
misunderstanding with the West. He 
was glad to know ‘that ‘that feeling 
was passing away. He ‘too paid a tri- 
bute to the ability of the late Minis- 
ter of the Interior. He did not be- 
lieve that another man in Canada 
could have carried the work that Mr. 


Sifton had done. Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
in sclecting a seccessor to Mr. Sifton, 
bad picked upon the very best man to: 
fill the position. The position of 


Minister of the Interior was second 
only to that of the Prime Minister, 
second not only te the West but to 
the whole of Canada. Every one of 
the members of Parliament of the 


West. in British Columbia, in the 
Territories and in “Manitoba were 
satisfied tl the choice made by the 
Premic was the very best one, 

In speaking of the new provinces, 
he adi i that they should live with- 
in their income. There was no neces- 
sity for pledging credit to railways, 
the Dominion would see that the rail- 
Ways were built. 

He referred to the financial terms 
es being very satisfactory and also 


pointed out that in addition to the 
regular grant about half a million 
dollars had been granted for public 
buildings and, “What a lot of build- 
ing can be done with half a million 
dollars in « place where building 
tone is so convenient.” 

Peter Talbot, M.P., made a neat 
speech congratulating Galgary upon 
the work it has done for the live stock 
industry of which it was the centre 
and would ever remain the centre. 

R. R. Jamieson,.A. E. Cross, Dr. 
Stewart, Dr. de Veber and Mr. Lang- 
don, of Chicago, also responded to

The Canadian Northwest 
Homestead Regulations 


Any even numbered section of De- 
miaion Lands in Manitoba or the 
Northwest Territories, excepting 
and 26, which has not been home- 
i steaded, or reserved to provide wood 
lots for settlers, or for other pur- 
poses, may be homesteaded upon by 
any person who is the sole head of a 
family, or any male over 18 years of 
age to the extent of one quarter sec- 
tion, of 160 acres, more or less. 


ENTRY.—Entry may be made fer- 
sonally in the district in which the 
land to be taken is situate, OF, if 
the homesteader desires, he may, OB 
application to the Minister of the 
Interior, Ottawa, the Commissioner 
of Immigration. Winnipeg, or thie lec- 
al agent for the distriqt 10 which 
the land is situate, receive authority 
for some cne to make entry for hims 
A fee of $10,00 is charged for a home 
stead entry. : 

HOMESTEAD DUTIES.—A settler 
who has been granted an entry for 
a homestead is required by the fro- 
visions of the Dominion Lands Act 
and the amendments thereto, to per- 
form the conditions connected there- 
with, under one of the follawing, 
plans: " ; : 

(1) At least six mouths’ residence 
wren and cultivation of the land in 
each year during the term of threa 
years. : 

(2) If the father (or mother, if the 
father is deceased) or any person whe 
is eligible to make a homestead entry 
ander the conditions of the Act, re- 
side upon a farm in the vicinity of 
the land entered for by such person 
as a homestead, the requirements of 
this Act as to residence prior to ob- 
taiming potent, may be satisfied by 
such person residing with the father 
or mother. Q 

(3) If asettler has obtained a pat- 

ent for his homestead, «em a certifi- 
eate for the issue of such patent 
countersigned in the manner {Tes- 
cribed by this Act, and has obtained 
entry for a second homestead, the 
requirements of this Act as to resi- 
dence prior to obtaining patent may 
be satisfied by residence upon thse 
first homestead, if the second home- 
stead is in the vicinity, of the first 
homestead, 

(4) If the settler has his perman- 
ent “residence upon farming iand 
,owned by him in the vicinity of his 
l homestead, the requirements of this 
Act as to residence may be satisfied 
by residence upon said land. 

The term “vicinity” used above is 
meant to indicate the same township 
or an adjoining or cornering town- 
shit. 

A settler who avails himself of the 

provisions of Clauses 2, 3, or 4, must 
cultivate 30 acres of his homestead, 
or substitute 20 head of stock, with 
building for their accommodation, 
and have besides 80 acres substan- 
'tially fenced. 

The privilege of a second entry is 
restricted by Iaw to those settlera 
only who completed the duties upon 
their first homesteads to entitle 
them to patent on or before the 2nd 
June, 1889. 

Evers homesteader who fails ta 
comply with the requirements of the 
homestead Iaw is liable to have his 
entry cancelled, and the land may be 
seam thrown open for entry. 


Application for patent should be 
made at the end of three years be- 
fore the local agent, sub-agent, or 
Homestead Inspector. Before making 
application for patent, the settler 
| must give aix months’ notice in writ- 
| ing to the Commissioner of Dominion 
|} Lands, at Ottawa, of his intention 
to do so. 

Irformation.—Newly arrived immi- 
graints will receive at the Immigra- 
tion Office, in Winnipeg, or at any 
Dominion Lam Office, in Manitoba 
or the Northwest Territories, infor- 
mation as to the lands that are open 
for entry, and from the officers in 
charge, free of expense, advice and 
assistaince fn securing lands to suit 
them. Full information respecting’ 
fhe land, timber. coai and mineral 
laws, as well as respecting Dominion 
Lands, in the Railway Belt in British 
Golumbia, may be otaiined upon ap- 
plication to the Secretary of the De- 
partment of the Interior, Ottawa, 
the Commissioner of Immigration, 
Winnipeg, Manitoba, or to any of the 
Dominion Lands Agents in Manitoba 
or the Northwest Terri
